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REPORT OF THE PROVINCIAL MEDICAL OFFICER 
OF HEALTH 


I beg to submit herewith the Annual Report of the Provincial 
Medical Officer of Health. 


During the year 1920, public health in the Province of Alberta 
suffered a severe loss in the death of the Honourable A. G. MacKay 
who was Minister of Health from the creation of the department 
until his death. His death was not only a loss to the province but 
also to the members of the department. 


The Honourable C. R. Mitchell was appointed Minister of 
Health to fill the vacancy thus caused and has, since taking over 
his duties, given earnest consideration and much time to the problems 
of public health. 


The Provincial Board of Health met at various times during 
the year and considered such matters as were brought before it, 
various regulations under The Public Health Act, and The Venereal 
Diseases’ Prevention Act, which experience showed to be necessary, 
were prepared and forwarded for the approval of the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council. 


The Provincial Board of Health is, under The Public Health 
Act, the central technical authority for the control of Public Health 
measures in the’ Province. 


Under the Act, each municipality is constituted a health district 
and the local board of health in those districts is responsible for 
carrying out the provisions of the Act. In the larger health districts 
where full time medical officers and assistants are employed, excellent 
public health work is carried on, but in the smaller districts where, 
for financial reasons, itis not possible to employ a full time officer 
or staff, too often work is not thoroughly carried out. 


The local medical officer of health,who is dependent for his 
livelihood upon the good will of the residents of his district, cannot 
be expected, in every case, to carry out the provisions of The Public 
Health Act. In cases such as these, the Provincial Board, through 
its executive officers, has power to undertake the work and assist 
the local boards. 


In May, the Provincial Medical Officer of Health proceeded to 
Ottawa to attend a Meeting of the Dominion Council of Health. 
Many matters of interest were discussed. The particular subjects 
taken up were public health nursing and child welfare, and much 
valuable information was obtained as to the methods employed 
in the sister-provinces. 


In June, the Provincial Medical Officer of Health attended the 
Annual Convention of the Canadian Public Health Association at 
Vancouver. All phases of public health work were discussed and the 
work carried on in the Province of British Columbia, was thoroughly 
investigated.

With the exception of influenza, there has been an increase in 
the number of cases-of each notifiable disease. This is not necessarily 
due to an increase in the incidence of infectious disease but may 
more readily be explained by the awakening of the people to ail 
questions of public health. 


Practically every large convention devotes part of its time 
to the discussion of public health matters. The Department through 
its Public Health Nurses Branch and by other methods has endeavour- 
ed to bring before the public their duties in this respect. : 


INFLUENZA 


There were 2,753 cases of influenza during the Spring of 1920. 
This is in comparison with 7,185 reported in the year 1919, and 
31,051 cases reported in the year 1918. 


The number of deaths were 410. 


The majority of these cases were observed in those people who 
did not have the disease during the previous years, which points to 
a considerable degree of immunity conferred by an attack of the 
disease. 


It is not considered that there will be an immediate return of 
this disease in the violent form shown in the past two years. 


SMALLPOX 


There were 536 cases of smallpox reported in the year 1920 
as compared with 101 cases in 1919. 


Six deaths were reported, showing the death rate to cases reported 
of 1%. It is not considered that all cases occurring, were reported. 


The disease manifested itself in a very mild form with occasionally 
a severe case. Many cases were mistaken for chickenpox and spread 
widely throughout the country, before proper preventive measures 
were taken. In other cases, the disease was so mild that no doctor was 
called and the disease never diagnosed. 
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There is at present in the Province, a large population susceptible 
to the disease. This is due to the fact that since 1916 there has been 
no compulsory vaccination amongst school children. 


The Provincial Board is of the opinion that vaccination is the 
only method by which this disease can be eradicated, and until such 
is enforced, smallpox will be more or less prevalent throughout the 
Province. 


TYPHOID FEVER 


285 cases were reported with 83’ deaths or 29%. 


Many severe outbreaks were reported at various points in the 
province and in many cases, it was not until a number of cases had 
developed that reports were sent to this department. 


This is a very serious matter, as, unless reports are received, 
steps cannot be taken to control the disease. 


With the means for preventing typhoid fever which have been 
proven during the past few years, it is considered that the number of 
cases reported is far too high. Inoculation with typhoid serum will 
prevent the disease. This was proven by the statistics of the recent 
war where compulsory inoculation of troops was practised. 


All cases of typhoid fever should be promptly reported to the 
department; it is considered that neglect to report cases would make 
the person responsible for this neglect, liable to damages, if action 
were taken in the Civil Courts. 


DIPHTHERIA 


608 cases of diphtheria and 77 deaths were reported in 1920. 
171 cases were reported in 1919. 

This disease is also preventible though not in the same degree 
as smallpox or typhoid fever. 

The number of deaths is far too high considering the means 
of treatment available. 


SCARLET FEVER 


1,821 cases were reported in 1920 as compared with 1,071 cases 
last year. 

The number of deaths were 79. 

Scarlet fever has been prevalent throughout the province and, 
as was the case last year, it was very difficult to deal with, owing 
to the mild nature of many cases. The number of cases missed must 
have been very great, as in practically every outbreak investigated, 
numerous cases, which showed but very slight symptoms, were found. 
It is not generally understood that the most severe form of scarlet 
fever may be contracted from these mild cases. 


MEASLES 


1,995 cases were reported in 1920. This is about the -usual 
number of cases reported, although only 343 cases were reported 
in 1919. abi : 

TUBERCULOSIS . 

- In July 1920, two public health nurses were detailed: to travel 
throughout the province and investigate tuberculosis cases. .These 
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nurses were instructed to call upon each doctor in the province and 
obtain from him the names of the tubercular cases under his care. 
The patients were then visited and the conditions under which they 
were living, reported upon with special reference to the possibility 
of their spreading the disease. 


In December the Central Alberta Sanatorium at Robertson, 
was opened. This sanatorium was built by the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments at a cost of nearly $500,000. 


The sanatorium has accommodation for 175 patients. Of this 
number, 100 beds are reserved for S.C.R. cases, the remaining 75 
being available for civilian cases. 


Dr. Baker who was formerly in charge of the Sanatorium at 
Frank’ was placed in charge by the Dominion Government. The 
sanatorium is to be maintained and operated by the Dominion 
Government for five years, the province paying to the Dominion, 
the actual cost of the civilian cases admitted. At the end of five 
years, the province will take over the maintenance and operation, 
and the actual cost of the soldier patients will be paid by the Dominion 
Government. 


The institution was opened in the middle of November for 
soldier patients and early in December, the first civilian patients 
were admitted. 


In view of the limited number of infirmary beds, it is considered 
advisable to accept only early cases or moderately advanced cases 
in which the prognosis is favorable. It is. not desirable to place, in 
the same institution, curable and hopeless cases as the presence of 
cases of advanced tuberculosis has an unfavorable influence upon 
other cases. 


Under the hospital regulations, each hospital receiving the 
government grant is expected to provide for cases of advanced tuber- 
culosis. 


HOSPITALS 


There are 55 hospitals on the list receiving government aid. 


During the year 1920, the sum of $185,744.25 was paid yout in 
grants. The number of hospital days was 480,371. These grants 
were paid at the rate of 25c per patient per day for the first half year 
and at the rate of 50c for the latter part. 


At the last session of the Legislature, the per diem payment 
to hospitals was raised from 25 to 50c per patient. 


The second annual meeting of the Alberta Hospital Association 
was held in Calgary in October. There was a large attendance at 
the meeting. Particular attention was paid to the question of stan- 
dardization of hospitals and the matter was very thoroughly discussed. 
The meeting €xpressed the’ opinion that all hospitals should comply 
with the standard as laid down by the American College of Surgeons, 
and a committee was appointed to consider the best method by which 
these standards could be applied to the smaller hospitals of the 
province. 


INCURABLES 


The sum of $8,729.80 was expended in the keep of incurables 
at Providence General Hospital, Daysland, and the Macleod General 
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Hospital. During the year arrangements were made with the Macleod 
General Hospital to provide accommodation for some 30 incurable 
cases. 

Further accommodation will have to be provided for incurables 
and aged people in the near future. 


DESTITUTES 


The sum of $15,221.09 was expended on relief work amongst 
destitutes in unorganized territory and includes the keep of aged © 
people at the Lacombe Home, Midnapore.

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REPORT OF THE PROVINCIAL SANITARY ENGINEER 


SIR,— 
I beg to herewith submit the annual report of the Branch of the 
Provincial Sanitary Engineer. 


There have been submitted to the Provincial Board of Health 
during the year 1920, nine sets of plans and specifications for water- 
works and sewerage works; for which certificates have been issued ; 
a few necessary sets of plans and specifications preliminary to these; 
and a few sets of plans and specifications for miscellaneous works for 
ses the approval of the Provincial Sanitary Engineer alone is re- 
quired. 


The following is a detailed list of works for which certificates 
have been issued by the Board, together with the estimated cost of 
each:

In connection with most of the aforementioned works, deputa- 
tions were received from the city or town concerned and the matter 
of these fully gone into. 

In connection with the proposed water scheme of the Saskatche- 
‘wan Government a member of the commission appointed by that 
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Government to do the preliminary investigations in connection 
with the scheme, which it is expected will cost almost $6,000,000.00, 
called on the Provincial Board and discussed the question of the 
disposal of sewage and sewage effluents in the Saskatchewan river 
within the limits of the Province of Alberta. The Board supplied 
that commission with certain analyses of the river water made by 
the Provincial Laboratory. An inspection of the river was made 
in order that the Board might have fullest information in connection 
with the various sources of pollution. ; 


A completely new set of Plumbing Regulations was drafted, 
submitted to and approved by His Honor the Lieutenant Governor 
in Council pursuant to the provisions of Section 7 of The Public 
Health Act. These regulations were very carefully prepared, dis- 
cussed with and approved by the representatives of the various 
bodies affected by them previous to their adoption. They contain 
regulations in connection with as much of the details of the work 
as it is reasonably possible to include in regulations. These regula- 
tions were so written with the hope that they would be helpful to 
those requiring help and with a view to making it possible for the 
Department to enforce its provisions with a minimum of expense 
where such enforcement should become necessary. The assistance 
of the public in the matter of helping to secure the best results from 
these new Regulations will be much appreciated. 


We were pleased during the year to receive a visit from Mr. 
R. H. Murray, Director of Sanitation for the Province of Saskatche- 
wan, and to have the pleasure of discussing with him matters of 
Public Health of interest to the Provinces. ~ 


Several of the public institutions coming under the administra- 
tion of the Public Works Department were visited and the sanitary 
engineering work in connection with the said institutions inspected. 
Inspections were also made in connection with sites for proposed 
Municipal Hospitals and in respect to sanitation of health resorts. 


During the year there were examined, chemically and _ bacteriologi- 
cally, two hundred and seventy-seven samples of water; of these one 
hundred and eighty-six were found to have negative and ninety-one 
positive results. One sample of canned fish was found unfit for food 
and was destroyed. Fourteen samples of milk were taken and found 
to be satisfactory. Two samples of canned vegetables were taken, 
one was found to be unfit for use as food. Seven hundred and fifty 
pounds of fresh meat were seized and destroyed as putrid and unfit for 
food. Sixty-two pounds of sausages were seized and destroyed as 
putrid and unfit for food. 

The Board received a’ deputation from Calgary and Edmonton 
consisting of the Milk Committee of Calgary and the Dairy Inspectors 
of the City of Edmonton, in connection with the matter of the inspec- 
tion, by the Provincial Board, of dairies that have been prohibited 
from supplying milk by a Local Board. Asa result of that conference 
the Provincial Board passed Regulation 82a, which provides for 
co-operation by the Provincial Board with the Local Boards in the 
matter of the inspection of dairies that have been so prohibited. 

Forty-eight dairy barns were visited with a view to obtaining 
information with regard to the framing of a standard score card in 
connection with dairies. 

The Board has had several discussions with both Calgary and 
Edmonton in the matter of tuberculin testing of cattle supplying 
milk to these cities. The matter is still under investigation. 


on 
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We commenced the year 1920 with four Sanitary Inspectors 
in our employ and continued with this number until September 6th, 
when, by the sudden death of one of the Inspectors, our staff was 
reduced to three. The position thus left vacant was again filled on 
November ist by a returned soldier who had served in France as 
Staff Sergeant in the Sanitary Division of the Canadian Army Medical 
Corps, thus bringing our staff again up to four in number. 


Our Sanitary Inspectors have made inspections of 233 health 
districts, eighty-one of these districts were given a second or follow- 
up inspection, while twenty-one of this number were subjected to a 
third visit. Sixteen camps and mines were visited and four of this 
number received a second or follow-up inspection. In addition to 
the regular inspections sixty individual complaints were received, 
investigated, and the necessary adjustments made. 


In pursuing the above work our inspectors issued six hundred 
and thirty notices to abate nuisance, eighty-six prosecutions were 
carried out in different parts of the Province, for breaches of the 
Department’s Health Regulations, and in each casea conviction was 
obtained. Of the above, eighty-five were assessed monetary fines, 
and one was allowed to go on suspended sentence. The above fines 
totalled $631.00. 


When an Inspector leaves to investigate an individual complaint 
he is instructed to make an inspection of as much of that locality as 
he can do before he returns to headquarters with his report and for 
reimbursement of his expenses. This accounts for the order in which 
these inspections have been made. 

In carrying out the above work approximately 24,000 miles 
were travelled by rail, and in addition considerable territory not 
available by railway was visited by automobile or other means. 


When an Inspector visits a health district his instructions are, 
besides inspecting the public sanitary works of the municipality, 
such as water and ice supplies, sewage disposal works, nuisance 
ground, and the system of scavenging of the municipality, to inspect 
and report on the sanitary conditions of every one of the following 
places as hereinafter mentioned: 


Livery stable, abattoir, slaughter-house, meat store, general 
store, dairy, creamery, cream station, hotel, lodging house, 
restaurant, cafe, railway station, hospital, ice cream and soft 
drink parlor, bakery, school, place of noxious and offensive 
trades, cow-barn, dairy-farm, and other places requiring super- 
vision. 

In most cases the follow-up inspection has shown that matters 
brought to the attention of the local boards have been attended to. 

In several instances, however, attention was not given to the 
instructions of the inspectors, and it was necessary to prosecute. 

Co-operating with.the other branches of the Department, the 
services of the Sanitary Inspectors have ‘been used in connection 
with the inspection of hospitals under The Hospitals Ordinance, the 
inspection of the circumstances of persons receiving charity and 
relief from the Department and the investigation of the causes of 
outbreak of epidemics of infectious disease throughout the Province.

STAFF 


In June Mr. H. M. Vango joined the staff as a full time assistant 
in relation to the Wassermann reaction and Pathological work. 

Mr. Arthur J. Walker was employed during the summer months 
as a full time assistant in relation to the other work of the laboratory 
and to fill in during the absence of members of the staff on holidays. 
With the opening of the University Session in September Mr. Walker 
was continued as a part time assistant. 

All the staff have given loyal and valuable support during the 
past year.

It will be observed that the work done in the laboratory in the 
year under consideration is double that of the previous year with an 
increase of 3,591 examinations. 

The work of the laboratory, then, during’the past year has been 
much heavier than at any previous time. A large increase will be 
noted in the number of blood tests performed for the diagnosis of 
syphilis and typhoid fever; pathological work has more than trebled 
and, on account of the recent prevalence of diphtheria, a very large 
increase may be noted in the bacteriological examination for the 
diagnosis of that disease. 

It may be stated that the work of the laboratory has been some- 
what hampered during the past year owing to lack of space. Our 
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present quarters are much too cramped, and it is with satisfaction 
that we look forward to moving into the new Medical Building, 
where very excellent accommodation has been provided for us. 
It is urged that we may be permitted to so equip these new quarters 
that the laboratory can be favorably compared with any similar 
laboratory in Canada. 


It is also. urged that the appointment of an Assistant Bacteriologist 
should be considered, the appointee to be used as an assistant in the 
laboratory and as an epidemiologist: It is thought that a small 
laboratory equipment might be got together and that, in the event 
of epidemic disease appearing at any point, the Assistant Bacteriologist 
could be sent there suitably equipped to investigate the epidemic in 
a thorough manner on the ground. 


We think such an arrangement would greatly strengthen our 
methods for the control of certain infectious diseases in the province, 
and would add to our knowledge of the prevalence and spread of 
certain diseases in the Province.

With reference to the above Table it may be said the laboratory 
has found it necessary during the year to add largely to the stock 
of water containers in order to meet the requirements of the Province. 
Considerable expense has been incurred in relation to the large 
number of blood containers required for the Wassermann reaction. 
It will be observed that the quantities of vaccine issued this year have 
decreased. The general public are still unacquainted with the pro- 
tection afforded by this procedure against typhoid fever, and the 
fall in the amount of material supplied is due to the demobilization 
of the army.

It will be observed by reference to this Table that 392 sputa 
have been examined for the presence of the bacillus of tuberculosis, 
1110 cultures have been examined for the presence of the diphtheria 
bacillus, and 175 bloods have been examined for the diagnosis of 
typhoid fever. 221 physicians have availed themselves of the use 
of the laboratory for the purpose of these examinations as against 171 
physicians last year. The material has come from 107 localities as 
compared with 91 localities last year.

The Wassermann work of the laboratory has trebled during 
the year. This work has been conducted under the direct supervision 
of Dr. J. J. Ower and has been satisfactory in every way. I desire 
to emphasise the fact that this work is being done in a very careful 
and thorough manner. 


PATHOLOGICAL HISTOLOGICAL DIAGNOSIS 


Dr. J. J. Ower has also been responsible for the microscopic 
examination of tissue submitted for Histological diagnosis. During 
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the year 233 specimens have been examined, an increase of 168 over 
last year. This work is of great value both to the province and to 
the general public. In this work and in the Wassermann work 
Dr. Ower has been very ably assisted by Mr. H. M. Vango. 


WATER WoRK 


During. the year 447 samples of water have been ‘examined 
bacteriologically and 224 have been examined chemically, an increase 
of 97 over last year-in the first case and 65 over last year in the second 
case. This laboratory is gradually accumulating data and records 
with reference to the quality, both bacteriological and chemical, of 
waters obtained from various sources throughout the Province. 
During the year special investigation was made of the quality of the 
water supplied in the Eastern Section of the Irrigation Block of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. Here, dealing with a surface water 
conveyed in dug surface channels, we have been able to show that 
water drawn from a more or less contaminated source is suitable 
in many instances for domestic use within the area, as the result 
of sedimentation and natural purification. It is hoped that the 
water work may be further increased and extended during the coming 
year. 

EXAMINATION OF Cows’ MILK 


35 samples of cows’ milk were examined bacteriologically, and 
only 27 chemically during the year. It is felt that the public are 
not using the laboratory as it should be for the examination of this 
most important food. ‘ 


EXAMINATION OF MoTHERS’ MILK 


105 samples of mothers’ milk have been examined during the 
year, an increase of 50 over’ the number examined last year. This 
examination is, of course, a simple examination for the estimation 
of the quantity of fat present, a matter, however, which is of consid- 
erable importance in the nourishment of the infant. 


EXAMINATION OF SLIDES FOR GONORRHOEA 


408 examinations have been made in connection with the diagnosis 
of gonorrhoea, an increase of 306 over last year. As stated in the 
report of last year this examination, while satisfactory in positive 
results, is not so very reliable with negative findings. The coraplement 
fixation test mentioned in last year’s report for the purpose of the 
diagnosis of gonorrhoea is not, as yet, in the stage of reliability and 
has not, therefore, been used in this laboratory during the past year. 


MISCELLANEOUS EXAMINATIONS 


298 miscellaneous examinations have been performed, an increase 
of 199 over last year. These examinations have been very varied 
in their nature. Some of them of a Medico-legal nature and others 
purely clinical in their application.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE DIVISION OF 
VENEREAL DISEASES 


PROVINCIAL DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH, ALBERTA 
DEC. 3ist, 1920 
SIR,— 

I beg herewith to submit the first annual report outlining the 
work of the Division of Venereal Diseases. 

The Report of the Royal Commission on venereal diseases ,— 
the information gleaned from the routine examination of all recruits 
for the United States army, during a definite period, and the experience 
gained in our army, during the war, have combined to usher venereal 
dis2ases from the obscurity which has concealed them for generations, 
into the forefront of to-day’s public health problems. 

Your venereal disease division was organized in February 1920, 
and the work is being developed along the following lines. 


TREATMENT OF THE INFECTED 


Every person suffering from a venereal disease is required by 
regulation to place himself under treatment by a regularly qualified 
practitioner. Those who are not in a position to pay may be treated 
in clinics established by the Department. In March, clinics were 
instituted in Calgary, and in Edmonton, and during the year 456 
patients were treated in these clinics: similar clinics are about to 
be opened in Medicine Hat, and _in Lethbridge. The clinics are 
undoubtedly fulfilling a very useful purpose, many of the cases 
treated had been infected for years, without having been treated by 
a doctor. It is particularly encouraging to note the readiness with 
which syphilitics are applying for treatment. In the. past, our 
insane asylums, and homes for incurables have harboured large 
numbers of invalids, insane and otherwise, whose conditions were 
due to syphilis in earlier days, having been neglected, or treated 
improperly. At the end of the year, this Department had actually 
under treatment, 81 cases of syphilis. About 15% of those attending 
the clinics come from rural districts. 


Four hundred and seventy-seven prisoners admitted to the 
provincial jails during the year, were examined, and 79 found to be 
syphilitic, and 49 to have active gonorrhoea. All of these cases were 
treated. Of the cases of syphilis, 53 were females, recruited largely 
from the prostitute class. The importance of neutralizing so many 
active sources of infection is obvious. If a prisoner at the expiration 
of his sentence is still in the infectious stage of syphilis or gonorrhoea, 
he is detained, and treatment is continued until he becomes non- 
infectious. On the other hand, if at the expiration of his sentence, 
he is non-infectious, but yet not cured of the disease, he is discharged 
from gaol, and instructed to report at one of the clinics for further 
treatment. With the exception of a few, who are believed to have 
left the province, these people have been quite regular in their attend- 
ance at the clinics. 


EDUCATION OF THE INFECTED 


All persons coming under treatment are instructed both verbally, 
and by pamphlet, as to the precautions to be taken against the spread 
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of infection, and of the results to be expected, if treatment is neglected. 
The medical practitioners of the province have been furnished with 
pamphlets to distribute to all infected patients coming under their 
treatment. 


EDUCATION OF THE NON-INFECTED 


This work was not undertaken on a very large scale during the 
year, the funds available being required-for the organization of clinics, 
purchase of equipment, etc. This is of course a capital expenditure, 
which will not have to be met again. However, two moving pictures, 
dealing with the subject were displayed throughout the province to 
over 40,000 people. At the showings of these films, booklets dealing 
with the subjects were distributed. Circular letters were written 
to doctors, dentists and druggists, pointing out their duties in the 
matter of education, and soliciting their co-operation. It is proposed 
to carry on the educational work on a much more extensive scale 
during the year 1921. 


REPORTING OF CASES 


Venereal diseases were made reportable in July, the cases being 
reported by number only. During the remainder of the year, 624 
cases were reported by 68 doctors. As there are about 500 doctors 
in the province, it is quite evident that many are not reporting their 
cases at all. 


PoLticE Court CASES 


Forty-two cases were examined, and evidence given in court 
on the Order of Magistrates: With one exception, all of these cases 
were examined at’ the instance of the lady magistrates, who have 
taken a very keen interest in this work. 


INCIDENCE OF VENEREAL DISEASE IN THE PROVENCE 


An effort is being made to determine the incidence of syphilis 
in the province, by making a complete examination of a class of 
individuals, and then by comparing the results with corresponding 
figures for the same class in a community where the approximate 
extent of the disease in the general population is known. For instance, 
the consensus of opinion of those best able to judge is that 10% of 
the people of the United States are syphilitic. In institutions for 
the insane in that country, about 25% of the inmates are known to 
be syphilitic. Somewhat similar figures have been found in England. 
Roughly speaking, then, there is about 214 times as much syphilis 
in the insane population, as in the normal population of a community. 
We have made an attempt to apply this method of calculation in 
Alberta. Half of the inmates of Ponoka have been already examined 
by the Department, and 7% found to be definitely syphilitic. If 1% 
of all the inmates are found to be syphilitic, the indication would be, 
that about 3% of our entire population is syphilitic. This work is 
being continued, and these figures are subject to slight change.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 
MUNICIPAL HOSPITALS BRANCH 


StR:—I have the honour to submit herewith, a Report covering 
the work of the Municipal Hospitals Branch for the year 1920. 


During the year, four Municipal Hospital Districts were estab- 
lished, namely, Calgary, Pincher Creek, High River and Provost 
Districts. 

Schemes were prepared and submitted to the ratepayers for 
ratification in the Viking, Pincher Creek, High River and Provost 
Districts. The Schemes were ratified by the ratepayers, with the 
exception of the Pincher Creek District. The Schemes: ratified by 
the ratepayers up to the end of this year provide for 196 Hospital 
beds. 

During the year, eight Municipal Hospitals were in operation, 
five for the full year and three for the greater portion of the year. 

The Summary of Hospital Services attached to this report, will 
show that 2,439 patients were admitted to the Hospitals.

It is of particular interest to the ratepayers of the Province, 
more particularly the ratepayers within the boundaries of the Munici- 
pal Hospital Districts now operating, to learn that the records show 
no maternal deaths at any of the Institutions. 


The loyalty and support of the ratepayers to the Municipal 
Hospitals is clearly apparent and in the case of Mannville and Onoway 
Hospitals, the accommodation has proven insufficient to meet the 
demands of the District. 


When organization work, under The Municipal Hospitals Act, 
was first undertaken by this Department, the statement was frequently 
heard that unless the Municipal Hospital was erected at a point 
previously recognized as a Hospital centre, that the [nstitution would 
not be patronized. The records of the Hospitals in operation will 
show that this contention has not been borne out. 


There are Municipal Hospitals operating at points, where 
previously there had been no hospital or where the hospital had been 
either closed or operated under decidedly adverse conditions, which 
conditions were detrimental to the economic management of the 
Hospital and which prevented a patient receiving treatment in the 
Institution at a rate consistent with the services. 


It is very apparent that the patronage of a Municipal Hospital, 
is at the outset, guaranteed. First, because of the fact that the 
ratepayers of the district are annually by taxation, paying towards the 
maintenance and up-keep of the Institution, and secondly, because 
a municipal hospital, which is an institution efficiently equipped and 
staffed, offers to the ratepayers of the district, the maximum of 
service at a minimum of cost. ; 


The Tables appended to this Report, will show the rate of 
taxation and the charge made to ratepayers per Hospital Day per 


¢ 
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patient and the use of the operating room for major and minor opera- 
tions. 

In reviewing this Table, it should be borne in mind that the 
Mannville, Vermilion and Drumheller Hospitals, which are the only 
institutions making a charge for major and minor operations, were 
established under the provisions of a Municipal Hospitals Act of 
1918. This Act fixed the maximum of taxation. All the other 
hospitals have been established under the provisions of The Municipal 
Hospitals Act of 1919, where this provision was removed. 


It is not necessary to make a comparison of the charges made at 
the Municipal Hospitals with those of other Institutions operating 
in the Province. 

The method of financing Municipal Hospitals is unique. Possibly 
one of the main factors is that the Hospital is guaranteed sufficient 
revenue by taxation, to take care of the maintenance, operation and 
capital charges of the Institution. 

The Municipal Hospital Boards are to be congratulated upon 
the successful manner in which they have been able to conduct the 
affairs of the institutions and it is exceedingly gratifying to note, 
that in all the Municipal Hospitals of the Province, the professional 
staff is of the highest standard. In this connection, it would be of 
interest to note, that a member of the professional staff in one of the 
institutions, has recently been awarded the scholarship from the 
Alberta Association of Graduate Nurses. This nurse received her 
training in the Royal Alexandra Hospital, Edmonton. 


This Department desires to record its appreciation of the co- 
operation, loyalty and support of the superintendents and members 
of the staffs of the Municipal Hospitals, and the success that has 
been attained in the institutions now operating, can only tend to be 
an incentive to the institutions to be erected this year. 


It would not appear to be exceeding the true facts, to state that 
the operation and success of the Municipal Hospitals now in operation, 
has exceeded the most ardent hopes of the supporters of the Municipal 
Hospitals movement in this Province. 


The audited Financial Statements for the past year are not 
available at this time, but the Department is not aware of the necessity 
to increase, either the rate of taxation or the fees for patients, in any 
of the institutions. 

The Financial Statements, as at December 31st, cannot be 
entirely satisfactory and in some cases, appear to indicate that the 
Hospital was operated at a loss. This condition is due to the fact, 
that the remittances from the secretaries of the municipal districts, 
covering the collection of taxes for the month of December, would 
not be remitted to the Hospital Board until early in January and 
in the case of the collection of December taxes from the Department 
of Municipal Affairs, at an even later date. The result is, that the 
Financial Statements will show arrears of taxes, which in reality are 
not arrears, but are monies collected by the municipalities and 
retained in Trust Account until after the end of the year. It is 
found that in some of the hospital districts, that the Hospital taxes 
collected by the secretary, are not as promptly remitted as they 
should be and this is a matter which should be taken up by the 
councillors of the municipal districts, in order that the provisions of 
The Municipal Hospitals Act be complied with, in connection with 
remittances of the monthly collections of Hospital taxes. 
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In order that the ratepayers of a Municipal Hospital District 
may be able to have placed before them, an accurate financial state- 
ment, it might be found necessary to change the hospital year so 
that the same would end on January 31st. If this change was made, 
the secretaries of the contributing areas would then be able to remit 
to the Hospital Board, the full collections up to December 31st. 


The programme of this Department for the current year would 
include the completion of the work in the large Calgary Hospital 
District and the organizing of that portion of the Province tributary 
to Leduc, Wetaskiwin, Ponoka, Lacombe, Red Deer, Rocky Mountain 
House, Eckville, Delburne, Camrose, Stettler, Big Valley and Warner. 


If after this territory is established into Municipal Hospital 
Districts, the schemes as prepared by the respective Boards, are 
ratified by the ratepayers, it will be found that approximately two- 
fifths of the Province south of Peace River, will be provided with 
Municipal Hospital accommodation. 


This Department has endeavored as far as possible, to comply 
with requests for speakers and in addition to the meetings in the 
territories where active organization has been undertaken, meetings 
have been addressed in many other parts of the Province. 

This Department has been pleased to co-operate with the 
Women’s Institute, the U.F.A. and the U.F.W.A. and speakers have 
been provided to address meetings under the control of these 
respective organizations. 

This Department has constantly endeavored to thoroughly and 
impartially investigate territory which it was proposed to establish 
as a Municipal Hospital District. The officials of the Department 
are instructed to carefully explain. to the ratepayers of a proposed 
district, the necessity of making a district as large as possible, having 
regard to the necessity for the assurance of sufficient revenue to fully 
operate and maintain the Institution when erected without unduly 
burdening the ratepayers by taxation. 

It is clearly apparent and the fact should be borne in mind 
by those who are enthusiastic with regard to the establishment of 
Municipal Hospital Districts, that the institutions cost considerable 
money to build and maintain and it is not possible nor advisable in 
the interests of the ratepayers themselves, to create a small district 
where the tax would be in excess of that prevailing in any other 
municipal hospital district. The outcome would only be, that the 
ratepayers would become dissatisfied and loyalty to the Institution 
would diminish, with a final result that there would be an institution, 
for which the district had been bonded by debenture and because of 
dissatisfaction amongst the ratepayers, would not be giving efficient 
services. a 

So long as Municipal Hospital Districts can be established, in 
which the tax is not excessive, where the Hospital building and the 
equipment is of a high standard, the Board capable, enthusiastic, and 
energetic, exercising due economy without minimizing efficiency and- 
the employing of a capable professional staff, it would appear that 
the success of the Municipal Hospital Movement in this Province 
is assured. 

Attached hereto, will be found the Annual Reports of the Superin- 
tendents of the Municipal Hospitals operating for the past year.

DRUMHELLER MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL DISTRICT No. 3 


The Drumheller Municipal Hospital is a strong link in the chain 
of Alberta Municipal Hospitals. 

The Drumheller Municipal Hospital, which was officially opened 
by the Honourable C. R. Mitchell, Minister of Public Health, on 
July 15th, 1920, is the largest municipal hospital in the Province of 
Alberta, with an original capacity of 32 adult beds, this capacity 
having since been increased to 39 adult beds and a Nursery accommo- 
dating 6 babies. Provision has also been made both in the architec- 
tural design of the buildingand also by the kind of equipment installed, 
for a further enlargement of the Hospital capacity to 60 beds. This 
will be made also by the erection of a staff residence and separate 
Utility Building. 

With this brief vision of the past, present and future possibilities 
of this institution, I shall proceed to inform you more in detail of the 
work accomplished from the view-point of service to the M unicipality, 
in the five and a half months from the date of opening until the end 
of the year 1920. Following is a statistical report of the work of 
this Hospital from July 16th to December 31st, 1920:—

As the Hospital is equipped’ with a first-class X-Ray machine, 
a number of cases have also taken advantage of the services of this 
department. One interesting case may here be mentioned. That 
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of a man, thirty years of age, rushed in at 11 p.m. by train from 
Rockyford, a point some distance outside the Hospital area. This 
man was in a condition of shock and suffering from a gun-shot wound 
in the abdomen. An X-Ray was immediately taken and the position 
of the bullet located. The patient was hurried to the Operating- 
Room where a repair of the intestines, found to be perforated in five 
different places, was done. 


To the great surprise of everyone, both surgeon and staff, this 
patient rallied, recovered and walked out of the Hospital thirty-six 
days after admission. 


Several cases of Peritonitis have also been operated upon and 
successfully treated, whereas the outcome would most assuredly be 
very different, had these cases been compelled to take a long train 
journey to a hospital or have been treated at home without an opera- 
tion. 

It must, be remembered, however, that not all of our efforts 
meet with success and that a percentage of cases are necessarily lost. 


In drawing your attention to our death list for five and a half 
months, I would however, wish to point out the fact that a number 
of these losses might be considered already doomed when admitted 
for treatment.

To give you some idea of the territory served by this Hospital, 
you will probably be interested to know that patients have been 
admitted from points as far south as Calgary, as far north as Erskine, 
from Cereal on the east and Coleman on the west, all these points 
being some distance outside of the hospital area as represented by the 
villages of Morin on the north, Rosebud on the south and Delia 
on the west. 


In conclusion, I would point out to you that the Drumheller 
Municipal Hospital, is essentially, a health service station, situated 
as it is in the centre of a district not otherwise supplied with any 
adequate or recognized hospital accommodation and that therefore, 
this Institution is necessarily equipped completely for emergency 
work but its purpose is not for emergency work alone, it being con- 
sidered that patients may be nursed as thoroughly, made as com- 
fortable, dieted as well and have as pleasant and satisfactory a con- 
valescence as in any of the larger city institutions of the Province. 


To this end, the best of equipment, the best of food, a comfortably 
heated building in the winter and an excellent view from inviting 
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sun-porches and attractive rooms in the summer, together with a 
carefully selected and efficient staff and most careful attention to 
every detail of hospital administration all contribute.

A large range of operative work is done here, viz.: Cleft-palate, 
mastoids, tonsils and adenoids, skin-grafting and bone-setting. 
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A burned case of a child, three years of age, was in the Hospital 
108 days, had skin-grafting done four consecutive times, recovered 
and was discharged completely well. 


Fifteen typhoids were admitted, many of them suffering from 
complications. Needless to say, the nurses were fully occupied 
but due to the efficiency of the staff, they were well able to handle the 
work.

ONOWAY MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL DISTRICT No. 7 


In 1919 the Hospital at Onoway was converted into a Municipal 
Hospital, supported by a District of some twenty-four square miles. 


The Hospital originally accommodated six beds. When it 
became a Municipal Hospital it was well equipped with every modern 
convenience. An electric light plant was installed, steam heat, 
running water and an up-to-date operating room. 


This particular district was without a doctor, hence it was 
necessary for the nurses to do trail work. 


The Hospital has a staff of superintendent, one graduate nurse 
and one undergraduate nurse, cook, maid and caretaker. 


The greater portion of the time, one nurse was always on the 
trail. 


The Summer of 1920 greater accommodation for patients was 
so apparent that the rooms occupied by the nurses were converted into 
wards. The nurses moved into a residence of their own and the 
Hospital became a 10-bed institution. 


For the past six months a doctor has practised in the District, 
which has doubled the work of the Hospital.

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ANNUAL REPORT, PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING BRANCH 
DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 


I have the honor to submit herewith the report of the Public 
Health Nursing Branch of the Department of Public Health for 
the year 1920. 


The Public Health Nursing Service was inaugurated in a small 
way in 1918 when four nurses were appointed, trained and equipped - 
and sent out to various parts of the Province to demonstrate to the 
public the value of Health Inspection in the schools and also the 
value of the teaching of health in the homes. For the Public Health 
Nurse is a teacher of health. The progress of the work has been 
marked and successful. The public has become so aroused to its 
true value that it has been difficult at times to meet the demand. 


QUALIFICATIONS 


All nurses employed in the Nursing Branch of the Department 
of Health must be graduates of a recognized training school giving 
not less than three years’ training and registered in the Province. 
Also graduates of the post-graduate course in Public Health Nursing 
given by the University of Alberta or of a similar course given by any 
other University where the standard is as high or higher than that 
obtaining in this Province. 


At the present time December 31st, 1920), there are some 
twenty-one nurses employed by the Department of Health, stationed 
throughout the Province and engaged in various phases of Public 
Health work. This is most encouraging in view of the fact that at 
times progress has seemed to be slow. 


HEALTH INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS 


Health Inspection of Schools has been given an outstanding 
place in the Public Health Nursing Service. The transportation - 
problem has always been one of the greatest difficulties owing to 
the newness of the country, the sparsely settled districts and the 
great distances that the nurses have to travel. In the spring of 
1920 the Department of Health provided the nurses with cars in 
order to solve the problem of transportation and the experiment 
has proved a success not only as a time saving device but from the 
standpoint of all-round efficiency. The nurses have been happier 
in their work and as a result have rendered more efficient service. 


E CHILD WELFARE STATIONS 


The plan of the Department of Health has been to establish a 
Child Welfare Station in every Public Health Nurses’ district. 
The object of this station is first of all to serve as a headquarters 
for the nurse where she keeps her equipment for her entire district, 
files her records and where she compiles her reports for sending in 


to the Head Office. 


She is at her station on Saturdays from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. ready 
_to receive mothers who wish advice either for themselves or their 
children. Children of pre-school age are examined for defects the 
same as school children. The value of these stations in the way of 
direct benefit to the mothers and children cannot be overestimated. 
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In addition to the regular work that has been carried on through 
the Child Welfare Station, children’s. Health Conferences were 
conducted throughout the summer months in a number of small 
towns and villages. At these conferences children were given a 
complete physical examination by a doctor and advice given with 
regard to defects found and methods of having them righted. 


Miss Irene Elsey resigned from the staff in June, 1920, and her 
place was filled by Miss Ethel Jones, R.N., who had received her 
training in Public Health Nursing in Manitoba and had afterwards 
served overseas.

The report of results obtained is far from complete as in most 
of the schools only one inspection was given and therefore no oppor- 
tunity of ascertaining the amount of work accomplished. It is only 
when a nurse had paid a second visit to a school and has an opportunity 
of checking up her previous inspections that these results can be 
obtained. 
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CHILD WELFARE CLINICS 


In the Spring of 1920 definite plans were formulated for the 
establishing of Child Welfare Clinics in the four largest cities of the 
Province: Edmonton, Calgary, Medicine Hat -and Lethbridge. 
Owing to the death of the Hon. A. G. MacKay, late Minister of 
Health, which meant considerable delay in getting the work organized, 
only two of the four clinics materialized, namely: Edmonton and 
Medicine Hat. 


The Edmonton Clinic was opened at 405 Williamson Building, 
Jasper Ave., on July 31st, 1920, and the Medicine Hat Clinic was 
opened September 8th in the new Court House building. All children 
from infancy to school age are admitted to these clinics. | Each child 
received a complete physical examination from the attending 
physician; records are kept of all cases; defects are noted and treat- 
ment cases referred to the family doctor. Malnutrition is found to 
be one of the chief causes of ill-health among the children due in 
most cases to improper methods of feeding. For these cases diets 
are prescribed and the children report regularly for observation. 
Special attention is paid to infants. Mothers are urged to nurse 
their babies whenever possible and the necessary information is 
supplied them to gain this desired result. Where it is necessary 
to use artificial food for the baby the mothers are instructed to use 
cows’ milk diluted according to general rules which prevail in all 
child welfare clinics. 


A mother arrived at one of our clinics recently with a baby 
about five months.old which cried so incessantly that the mother in 
despair was thinking of selling out and going back to her people in 
England with the baby until it had outgrown or improved its habits. 
The cost to the parents for the care of this baby was $19.00 for-one 
month for food and drugs. Following clinic instructions the child 
was a “Better Baby”’ in less than a week and the only expense in- 
volved was the cows’ milk and sugar required to make it so. This 
is only one example of the many that could be given to show the 
gratifying results that are being obtained by means of these clinics. 


Home visits are made by the nurse. to every case admitted to 
the clinics. Instruction is given to mothers in the care of their children 
whether sick or well, in every case the idea being to help the mothers 
to help themselves. The mothers are eager to learn and are very 
willing to carry out the advice given. 


Pre-natal clinics are held weekly and many mothers are taking 
advantage of these. 


The clinics are well attended and it has been found necessary 
in Edmonton to secure larger quarters in order that all who come 
may be accommodated. 


Much of the success of these clinics is due to the faithfulness and 
skill of Drs. Leitch and Folinsbee in Edmonton and Drs. Macleod 
and Dixon in Medicine Hat, and also to Miss Blanche Emerson, R.N., 
who has been largely responsible for working out the detailed system 
that has been established.

District NURSING 


For many years there has been a demand from the pioneer 
settlers of the Province for some form of Medical and Nursing service 
in the outlying districts. Two years ago the Department of Health 
adopted the policy of sending graduate registered nurses with special 
maternity training to the outlying points to meet this great need. 
Three nurses were appointed and sent out in 1920; two to the Peace 
River District and one some fifty miles west of Wetaskiwin. 


: The conditions under which these nurses are obliged to carry 
on their work are far from ideal. The Superintendent of Nursing 
paid a visit to each of the three districts during the months of August 
and September, 1920, in order to meet with the Municipal Councils 
with a view to obtaining better arrangements for the nurses. As a 
result of this visit the Municipal Council of the Peace Municipality 
is building, furnishing and equipping two residences; one at Griffin 
Creek and one at Bear Lake. They are also assuming the responsi- 
bility of providing transportation for each of the two nurses. The. 
Municipal Council of Columbia, west of Wetaskiwin, had already 
provided the nurse with a furnished bungalow. In addition to this 
they give her a monthly allowance for incidental expenses. The 
Department of Health pays the full salary of the nurse and provides 
the medical and surgical equipment.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE VITAL 
STATISTICS BRANCH 


The 1920 annual report of Vital Statistics for the Province of 
Alberta is herewith presented, the following tables enumerating and 
classifying the births, marriages and deaths which occurred during 
the year. The population has been estimated at 620,000 and the 
birth, marriage and death rates have accordingly been based on this 
figure. 


The births during the year numbered 16,565 being an increase of 
2,435 over the year 1919, and an increase of 1,675 over the year 1918 
which held the previous record for the number of births. The birth 
rate per 1000 of the population was 26.72. These births comprise 
8,510 male children and 8,055 female children. With regard to the 
parentage of the children born during the year it is gratifying to note 
that since the war the Province is again becoming increasingly popu- 
lated with children of British and Canadian stock. The rates of 
increase of the different nationalities over the previous year were 
British, 37 per cent.; Canadian, 17 per centz; U.S.A.411 per cént:, 
and Foreign, 6 per cent. 


There were 5,110 marriages, being 392 in excess of the previous 
year, the religions of the various grooms and brides being as follows: 
Presbyterians 2,336, Anglicans 1,903, Methodists 1,692, Roman 
Catholics 1,534 and other denominations 1,761. Sixty-four of the 
contracting parties (all females) were between fifteen and sixteen 
years of age, whilst of the 1,262 persons who married between sixteen 
and nineteen only fifty-one were males. Sixty-seven persons were 
married over sixty years of age. The marriage rate per 1000 of the 
population was 8.24. 


The deaths numbered'5,675, being 168 more than in the previous 
year. The death rate was 9.15 which is, however, 0.18 less than the 
previous year. Influenza as in the past three years still claimed the 
largest number of victims, viz., 603; pneumonia was second highest, 
with 398 deaths. 


It is gratifying to be able to record a substantial reduction in 
the death rate of children under one year of age, the present rate 
being 93.7 per 1,000 births compared with 110.3 for the year 1919. 
_ The deaths by suicide numbered 50, by accident 344 and by 
murder and manslaughter 15. Still-births numbered 411 as compared 
with 314 for the previous year. 

The divorces granted in the Province numbered 100, seventy-four 
of which were granted to the husbands and twenty-six to the wives.
